FURTHER  CHANGES 

Express  companies  were  also  required  to  contribute  towards  the  provincial 
revenue.  In  1904  the  income  from  this  source  has  been  about  S4,400  per 
annum.    The  legislation  <rf  1914  brings  it  up  to  apiMt>ximately  172,000.00; 

Legislation  introduced  during  the  Session  of  1911  provides  for  a  tax  of 
^  cenu  on  every  flOO  of  the  par  value  consequent  upon  the  sale,  transfer  or 
aasignment^  shares  or  debenture  stock  issued  by  any  company  within  the 
province.    Th«  tax  brought  in  942,238  last  year. 

In  1914  imposts  were  levied  upon  race-track  meetings  of  $600  per  day, 
and  tte  tax  on  otoving  picture  theatres,  and  licenses  in  connection  tberewith.

MORE  FOR  THE  SUFFERING 

VJile  doing  more  for  agriculture,  for  road-building  and  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  newer  sections  of  the  province^  the  Government  has  been  cardul 
to  attend  to  the  wants  of  the  suffering  with  a  view  to  the  extending  of  relief. 
The  granta  for  homitals  and  charities  have  been  augmented.  The  foUowing 
UUe  shows  what  the  increase  has  been.*—

1918— Under  the  Whitney  Government $416,812 

Thus  the  benevolent  institutions  are  receiving  $180,000  more  per  annum 
than  formerly  owing  to  the  improved  condition  of  the  finances. 

RETURNED  TO  THE  PEOPLE 

At  Uie  same  time  the  Government  has  commenced  the  payment  to  the 
people  of  a  dure  of  the  revenue.  Under  the  law  iriuch  raised  the  taxa- 
tion upon  railways  it  was  provided  that  the  municipalities  should  receive  a 
part  of  the  money  thus  realised.  The  Government  has  made  the  following 
payments  to  the  municipalities  in  conformity  with  this  provision: —

In  the  general  policy  of  the  Whitnev  Government  agriculture  has  received 
a  large  ahare  of  attention.  Building  of  good  roads,  l^iislative  machinery  for 
the  encourasement  of  rural  tekpbooes  <m  a  lOcnd  business  basis,  extension  of 
the  Hydro-Qectric  service  to  the  farms  and  rural .  districts  on  a  cost  basis, 
and  eSflctive  plans  for  widespread  agricultttral  instruction  are  all  features  of 
the  Whitney  pdides  for  making  Ontario  tgriculture  more  prosperous  and 
satisfactory. 

The  work  of  the  Ontario  Department  of  Agriculture  has  been  both  aggres- 
sive and  progressive,  and  marked  by  initiativt;  and  enterprise.  Above  all,  it 
has  endeavored  to  be  |»actical  and  keep  in  close  toudi  with  the  fanner  and 
hisproblems.  It  duectly  served  more  people  in  the  past  year  than  ever  before. 
Competent  observers  have  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  Department  is 
now  dmng  more  effective  and  more  efficient  work  than  at  any  time  in  its 
history.  To  show  that  subsUntial  progress  is  b^g  made,  it  is  only  necessary 
to  pcrint  to  the  fact  that  in  1912,according  to  the  fi'^eau  of  Industries  statistics, 
the  total  value  of  the  agricultural  assets  of  the  province  was  11,406,950,940, 
as  compared  to  tl,137,9r6,338  in  1904,  an  increase  of  $278,035,602.

PRE.ELEGTFON  PROMISE  REDEEMED 

In  af>pealing  to  the  peofrie  in  1911,  Sir  James  Whitney  asked  authority 
to  enter  mto  an  agreement  with  the  Government  of  Canada  by  whid^  lid  for 
carrying  on  ayrieultural  instruction  would  be  provided  from  the  Federal 
TreMury.  Tha  plan  it  now  in  effective  and  successful  operation.  The  matter 
.received  prompt  and  ^mpathetic  attention  from  the  Government  of  the  Rt.- 
Hon.  R.  L.  Boraen.  At  their  very  first  Sesdon  a  temporary  plan  was  adc^ed 
and  at  the  next  Session  a  permanent  policy  was  phuxd  on  the  sUtute  books 
under  tMtii  110,000,000  is  to  be  distnbuted  among  the  provinces  of  Canada 
for  agricttltUFal  instructicm  in  the  next  ten  years.  With  slight  modifications 
tha  money  is  distributed  on  a  per  capita  basis.  Ontario  received  last  year 
1196,000,  and  this  will  increase  by  186,000  a  year  for  four  years.  Crwfit  is 
due  the  Borden  Government  for  the  enactment  of  this  wise  plan  and  to  the 
FadenI  Minister  of  Agriculture  for  its  administratk>n.  Within  reasonable 
•ppoitfaMment  is  made  by  the  PMvifldal  Minister

IV.  UNIVERSITY  EDUCATION 

The  Provtadal  University,  the  property  of  the  pet^tle,  had  been  in- 
eSoendy  admuiistered  and  insufficiently  supported  under  the  bte  Govern- 
ment. _  Mr.  Whitney  and  his  colleagues  when  in  Onporiticm  promised  adequate 
financial  support  and  a  non-partisan  control.  These  promises  were  fully 
omed  out  by  the  Act  of  1906.  As  the  result  of  a  Commission  of  Inquiry, 
the  revenue  was  increased  from  8143,716  in  1004  to  8485,682  in  1918,  the 
mMhinery  <rf  government  improved,  and  the  manafement  handed  over  to 
a  Board  of  Governors  composed  of  Reformers  and  Conservatives  alike,  and 
chosen  without  reference  to  Party  politics.  The  accounU  are  hdd  in  detail 
before  the  Lsislature  at  each  session  and  the  authority  of  the  Sute  b  fully 
provided  for  by  the  system  of  appointing  the  Governors.  The  bte  Govern- 
ment made  grants  before  the  Legislature  or  the  public  knew  of  them. 

The  place  of  Queen's  University  in  the  educational  system  is  rec«»nized 
by  a  grant  of  812,000  to  aid  in  the  establishment  of  a  faculty  of  education  for 
the  training  of  first-class  and  High  School  teachers. 

IMPROVED  TRAINING  FOR  TEACHERS 

The  Normal  School  system  has  been  reorganised  and  the  programme 
of  studies  ROW  includes  both  academic  and  professional  courses.  Four  new 
Normal  Schools  have  been  provided— at  HamUton,  Stratford,  Peterborough 
and  North  Bay— at  a  total  cost  of  over  $350,000.  The  new  system  supplws 
second-class  teachers  competent  to  carry  out  the  revised  public  school  courses 
of  study.  The  present  attendance  at  the  Normal  schools  is  1,204.  First- 
class  teachers  and  High  School  assistants  are  trained. in  the  Faculties  of 
Education  at  Toronto  and  Queen's:  at  present  the  attendance  at  both  is  320.

Such  scardw  of  teachers  as  exists,  and  it  must  soon  disappear,  is  due 
diiefly  to  several  causes:  firstly,  the  national  proq>erity  which  attracts  our 
bnght  young  men  and  women  into  other  occupations.  Secondly: — the 
Western  Provinces  are  drawing  upon  Ontario's  supuy.  It  is  estimated  that 
ber'^.^en  May.  1909.  and  May,  1914.  at  least  1.185  Ontario  teacherr  have 
gouci  to  the  two  lYovinces  of  Alberta  and  Saskatchewan  alone.  ThLJIy:— 
the  school  attendance  is  increasing.  In  1904  there  were  896,814  pupils, 
requiriiv  8.610  teachers:  and  in  1012, 405,725  puf^  requiring  9,620  teadwrs. 

AGRICULTURAL  TRAINING 

Two  important  steps  forward  have  been  taken  in  agricultural  training. 
A  mdal  course  at  the  Ontarro  Agricultural  Coll^.  Gudph.  has  been 
pnmded  free  for  Nmmal-trained  teachers  who  possess  at  least  one  year's 
teaching  experience,  who  complete  their  Normal  studies  in  April,  and  who  may 
then  go  to  Gudph  for  the  three  ensuing  months.  The  travelling  *gn[»ens«t  and 
board  of  these  ajpcultural  classes  are  paid  by  the  Draartment  of  fediuation. 

This  reform  IS  intended  to  provide  the  rural  schods  with  teadms  possess- 
ing some  insight  into  a^ricultunl  methoda  and  a  sympathetic  interest  in  farm 
wu^  A  nwd  beginning  has  been  made  in  this  wodc.  Now  there  are  32 
sdnols  wtAdemeittary  classes  in  agriculture,  whereas  there  were  only  8  in 
1904.  Moreover,  the  grants  to  these  classes  are  now  five  times  as  lane  as 
they  were  in  1904. 

By  setting  up  agricultural  departments  in  a  number  of  High  Schools 
thnKwhout  the  provmce,  the  Government  has  laid  the  foundations  for  a 
compfete  system  of  technical  training  for  the  agicultural  population.  Already 
37  d  these  departments  have  been  created.  The  teachen  d  these  classes  are 
graduates  of  the  Ontario  Agriculturd  College.  The  Government  granu  to 
eadi  of  these  departmenU  11,200  to  $1,500,  and  the  county  in  each  case  granU 
S500.  The  Legislative  vote  fw  this  purpose  in  1013  was  $43,200.  Short-term 
courses  are  given  at  some  d  the  High  Schools  and  at  other  omvenient  centres 
throughout  the  county.  The  fidd  work  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.  The  work  of  these  teachers  is  everywhere  greeted  with 
enthusMsm,  and  the  resdts  have  already  been  highly  succesdd  and  important. 

In  order  also  to  stimubte  le  movement,  the  Government  appointed  a 
spedd  officer,  a  Director  to  take  charge  d  the  dementary  agricultural  educa- 
tion of  the  province.     His  woiic  is  already  showing  good  results. 

TECHNICAL  AND  INDUSTRIAL  EDUCATION 

The  Government  has  taken  steps  to  develop  a  system  d  technical 
and  industnal  education.  The  Superintendent  of  Education  was  sent  to 
investigate  and  report  upon  the  btest  methods  in  vogue  in  the  best  technical 
schods  d  Great  Britain,  the  Continent  d  Euitme  and  the  United  States.  A 
rmort.  vduable  and  comdete,  was  the  result.  Acting  at  once  upon  this  report 
the  Government  passed  a  measure  in  1911  which  devises  a  scheme  of

Wmi  APTROVAL  OF  TEXT-BOOK  POLICY 


Work  of  the  Hydro 


HOW  THK  WHITNEY  GOVIRNMnNT  HAS  SECURED  ELECTRICAL 

POWER  AT  A  MINIMUM  RATE  FOR  DISTRIBUTION 

THROUGHOUT  THE  PROVINCE 


Yean  ago,  when  the  praent  Leader  of  the  Govcnunent  wac  in  Oppoaitioii, 
he  declared  that  the  great  water  power  of  Niagara  Palb  should  be  utubed  for 
the  peoftt  oi  Ontario.  At  this  time  the  Rom  Government  was  engaged  in 
allotting  the  power  to  various  friendly  corpwutions,  and  finally  disposed  of 
480^000  b.p.  In  order  to  ensure  that  the  perale  would  have  to  pay  toll  to 
these  corporations,  it  entered  into  an  undertaldng  that  the  pnmnce  woald 
never  devdop  power  at  Niagara  Falls.  Later  on,  to  make  douUy  sure  that 
the  corporations  would  control  the  power,  it  jnve,  on  the  eve  of  its  defeat,  a 
block  of  power  to  the  Electrical  Development  Company  of  125,000  h.p.,  being 
about  all  the  power  that  would  be  allotted  to  Ontario  m  the  event  of  an  amcM-- 
tionment  of  the  water  power  between  Canada  and  the  United  States.  This 
Act  was  disallowed  by  the  Whitney  Government  and  the  power  was  restoied 
to  the  pec^le  of  Ontario. 

HYDRO-ELECTRIC  OPPOSED 

In  pursuance  of  the  policy  of  securing  cheap  power  for  the  people,  the 
Whitney  Government  appmnted  the  Hydro-Electric  Commission,  wiuch  nas 
dealt  not  only  with  Niagara,  but  with  various  other  power  centres,  and  is 
to-day  contrctUii^  and  <wveloping  throughout  the  province  electrical  power 
at  cost.  The  work  of  the  Commission  has  from  the  first  been  strenuemsly 
ofqMsed  by  the  Opposition  rapported  by  interested  partin.  Efforts  were 
made  at  the  outset  to  get  the  Federal  Government  to  disallow  the  legislation 
of  the  province  constituting  the  Hydro-Electric  Commission.  )^^ai  these 
eff<Mts  tailed,  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  and  litigati(m  obstructed  the 
Government  at  every  pmnt.  The  next  move  against  the  im^Msal  was  an 
attempt  to  prevent  the  Government  from  being  able  to  raise  the  necessaryfunds 
and  the  campaign  was  carried  on  in  England  for  the  purpose  of  convincing 
financiers  that  the  securities  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  which  were  offoed  to 
raise  money  for  the  Hydro-Electric  would  be  a  bad  investment.  Sir  James 
Whitney  personally  went  to  England  to  prevent  this  campaim  and  succeeded 
in  doinz  so.  Subsequently,  when  the  Government  submitted  its  plans  to  the 
people  of  Ontario,  the  Oppontion  declared  first  of  all  that  power  could  not  be 
obtained  at  the  mean  promised ;  then  it  declared  that  a  better  way  of  develop- 
ing power  would  be  by  means  erf  gas  engines;  and,  finally,  when  a  contract  for 
cheap  power  was  secured  at  a  rate  much  lower  than  had  ever  been  contemplated, 
the  Opposition  affirmed  that  the  proposed  rate  was  far  too  high. 

CHEAP  POWER  SECURED 

Notwithstanding  this,  the  Government,  through  the  Hydro-Electric 
Commiarion,  of  which  Honorable  Adam  Beck  is  the  head,  and  of  whidi  Honor- 
able J.  S.  Hendrie  and  Mr.  W.  K.  McNaught  are  members,  proceeded  to  secure 
cheap  power  for  the  pecM^e.  It  made  a  contract  for  power  from  the  (hitario 
Power  Company  at  19.40  per  h.p.  up  to  2S,000  h.p..  and  tO.OO  for  the  amount 
required  whien  it  exceeded  that  quantity.  Transmission  lines  were  built  and 
other  equipment  provided  at  an  investment  of  SS,190,858.  Forty-five  munici- 
palities associated  themselves  with  the  Commission  in  distributing  this  power. 
In  1918  there  were  63,157  customera  for  light  and  2,583  customen  for  power.

The  Government  has  endeavored,  by  iaepeetion,  to  enene  that  Mwft 
are  not  taken  up  in  order  to  despoil  thnn  of  ttieir  timber.  It  haa  raquired 
a  strict  tompOMnc*  with  the  cimditions  of  eettlsment,  and  haa  umoiMad 
homMMad  inepectore  for  die  purpose  of  seeing  that  the  hwl  app&aiiaria 
suitable  far  settlement.  Where  eettlen  do  not  go  into  leridomiuidimnrave 
jt  roumes  the  land  and  sells  kto  those  who  wiU  become  boan-«de  settlen 
or  be  cancelled  in  their  turn.  The  settlement  of  the  back  country  has  made

A  ^^ortlMrn  Ontario  RaUway  to  Cochraae^and  a  brandi  to  the  FtecupinegokU 
fields.  Sue*  the  T.  &  N.  O.  Railway  reached  Cochrwie  a  CimmLiUDds 
Agency  was  opened,  an  Agent  appointed,  and  a  number  of  Towu^fas  pieced 
on  the  market. 

Although  no  large  timber  sales  have  been  hekl,  the  revenue  from  the 
Department  of  Lanc&  ForesU  and  Mines  has  bssn  larger  than  under  the 
Roes  Government.  For  example,  the  average  annual  revenue  from  the 
Department  of  Lands,  ForssU  and  Mines  for  the  tast  four  yean  of  the  Roes 
Government  was  |i,O04,lM,  and  the  annual  revwiue  from  the  same  Depart- 
ment smce  the  Whitney  Government  came  into  power  has  been  t2,604|000.

ADMIfaSTRATION  LOCALIZED 

Among  the  firat  acu  of  the  new  Government  waa  to  overhaul  the  Mining 
Law— *  proceta  that  waa  much  needed.  The  old  law  centralized  everythins 
in  the  DepartiMnt  at  Toronto,  and  complainu  <rf  delay  were  rife.  The  new 
tow  placed  a  Recorder  in  every  Mining  District,  and  gave  him  power  to 
accept  apidirauons  for  claims,  without  rderence  to  Toronto. 
..i  U?g?"  tn*  oW  Act  the  grant  or  lease  could  be  obtained  at  once,  but  the 
title  mi^t  be  cancelled  if  so  much  money  waa  not  apeat  on  development  work, 
and  in  the  case  of  a  lease,  so  much  rent  paid  every  year.  The  new  Act  put  the 
aorie  before  the  cart,  and  required  a  specific  amount  of  work  to  be  done  before 
the  Crown  Deed  could  be  given.  Thus  when  the  deed  issued,  the  tenure  waa 
secure^  most  important  feature  in  mining.  Formerly,  the  projector  was  not 
f^iui^d  to  put  up  anv  diacovery  cm-  other  posts,  but  nmply  ffled  his  application 
in  the  Dqiartment ;  the  new  law  obliged  him  to  erect  a  sUke  at  each  ofthe  four 
coram  of  his  claim,  and  a  post  on  the  outcropping  of  mineral,  with  hia  name 
and  Uie  number  of  his  license,  thus  riving  notice  to  all  coming  on  the  ground 
tnat  be  had  made  a  find  and  claimed  the  location. 

The  M  law  charged  three  or  four  different  prices  for  mining  lands, 
dq>ending  upon  how  far  they  were  from  a  railway,  whether  in  surveyed  or  un- 
surveyed  temtory,  etc.,  and  the  Nospector  found  it  difficult  to  tell  how  much 
te  would  have  to  pay  per  acre.  The  new  Uw  divided  themining  lands  of  the 
tJown  mto  two  cfauses  only,  surveyed  and  unsurveyed,  and  placed  a  price  of 
13.00  per  acre  on  the  former  and  82.60  oa  the  latter. 

DISPUTES.PROMPTLY  SETTLED 

Previoualy  all  disputes  arising  in  connection  with  unpatented  mining  lands 
were*settled  b^r  the  Department.  Whether  ririitly  or  wrongly,  unsuccessful 
dinutants  were  apt  to  attribute  their  want  o7  success  to  political  influence 
unfairly  brought  to  bear  against  them.  In  reforming  the  Act  the  new  Govera- 
ment  Mtermined  to  remove  this  cause  of  complaint,  and  provided  for  the  settle- 
ment  of  disrated  claima  entirely  outside  of  the  Department.  The  Recorden 
were  given  power  to  decide  in  the  first  insUnoe,  and  a  new  officer,  called  a 
Mining  Commissioner,  was  appointed,  to  whom  an  appeal  from  the  Recorder 
mffiht  be  taken.  If  the  Commissioner's  decision  was  nor  satisfactory  to 
either  sid&an  appeal  might  be  had  to  the  ordinary  Courts  of  the  land.  Inany 
cas&  the  Dqjartment  was  rdieved  of  the  onus  td  settling  dinntes  between 
rival  claimants,  iriikh  are  bound  to  arise  under  any  conceivable  kind  <rf  mining 
tow,  emcially  whan  the  lands  are.  or  are  bdieved  to  be,  valuable. 

The  operation  of  the  new  Act  has  justified  the  changes  iriiich  were  made. 
Hie  tow  on  the  whole  worin  nsoothly;  localiaed  adminmration  and  prompt, 
ineapeaaiv*  settlement  of  disputes  bting  undoubted  boons  to  the  mospecting 
and  mining  community.  The  appnntment  of  a  Mining  Commusioner  has 
been  of  the  greatest  advantage.  The  Commissioner  goes  to  the  scene  of  the 
diqmtfl,  hears  the  evidence  submitted  by  both  sides,  and  gives  his  judgment 
at  oooe  or  at  moat  in  a  few  days.  Political  hifluence  is  eliminatad,  justice  is 
doM^aad  that  spaadOy-aa klaai  coaditioa  for  mining oontsata^  in  wUch  time
